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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on July 23, 201 0 was filed 
after the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on May 14, 2010. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 22-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior arts fail to disclose or suggest a method practiced at a network interface unit (NIU) 
directly connected to at least one local area network, said NIU also being connected to 
a non-secure node of a second network, which second network is in packet 
communication with at least one access node of a secure virtual private network (VPN) 
by multiplexing said data packets into at least one packet data stream and by modifying 
said at least one packet data stream in a security server in said NIU in accordance with 
a secure communications protocol in conjunction with all other limitations in the claim.
